Another  chapter  begins  today  in  the  history  of  the 
Abraham  Lincoln  Room,  when  it  opens  its  doors  to 
reveal  the  completely  newly  designed  interior  which 
will  give  it  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  banqueting  rooms   in  London. 

Always  elegant,   it  has  been  transformed  into  a  room 
with  an  atmosphere  of  a  spring  garden.     The  walls 
are  of  Travertine  marble,  the  doors  and  pillars  of 
glistening  copper  with  handles  and  surrounds  of 
mushroom  coloured  thonged  leather,  all  contrasting 
with  a  four  tone  grass  green  carpet  and  white  trellis 
work . 

In  the  mirrored  wall  at  one  end  there  is  an  alcove 
where  the  bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln  stands  on  a  marble 
pillar . 

One  of  the  leading  features  of  this  lovely  room  is 
the  variety  of  fluorescent  lighting,  called  Softone 
27,  which  is  entirely  new  to  this  country.  This 
has  been  installed  by  Philips.

HISTORY 


Originally  known  as  the  Mirror  Room,   it  has  been 
consistently  dedicated  to  the  service  of  America. 
Here  the  American  Citizens'   Committee  established 
its  headquarters  during  the  First  World  War  to 
arrange  for  the  return  home  of  20,000  stranded 
American  tourists .     Ir  was  here  that  the  entrance 
of  the  United  States  into  the  First  World  War  in 
1917  was  celebrated.

The  bust  now  stands  on  a  pedestal  in  a  recess  at  the 
end  of  the  room  and  was  unveiled  by  the  Marquess  Curzon 
of  Kedleston,  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  at 
that  time. 

In  his  address,  the  Marquess  Curzon,  dedicated  this 
room  "to  the  perpetual  memory  and  name  of  Abraham  Lincoln". 
Of  Abraham  Lincoln,  he  said:    "it  is  only  necessary  to 
say  that  he  belonged  not  to  your  country  alone,  not  to  the 
English  Speaking  race  alone.    He  is  the  property  of 
humanity. " 

During  the  Second  World  War,  the  Abraham  Lincoln 
Room  was  considered  the  smartest  air-raid  shelter  in 
London.

HE    American    tourist,    entering  or 


1  leaving  London  from  the  Waterloo 
station,  gets  a  close  view  of  an  in- 
teresting church  spire.  If  the  tourist  is 
wide-awake  and  observing  he  or  she  may 
give  a  start  of  surprise.  It  actually  has 
stars  on  it,  likewise  stripes,  but  it  is  prob- 
able that  no  one  on  the  train  could  tell 
off-hand  what  it  means. 

It  is  one  of  the  ironies  of  history  that 
this  spire,  erected  in  memory  of  Lincoln 
and  remarkable  as  one  of  the  most  no- 
ticeable memorials  to  any  native-born 
American  outside  the  United  .  States, 
stands  half-forgotten  already  after  so 
short  a  lapse  of  time.  It  rises  to  a  height 
of  two  hundred  and  twenty  feet,  sur- 
mounting Christ  Church,  Westminster 
Bridge  Road,  made  famous  for  the  preach- 
ing of  Newman  Hall,  F.  B.  Meyer  and 
other  divines  well  known  on  both  sides  of 
the  Atlantic,  and  was  built  by  the  united 
subscriptions  of  Americans  and  British 
in  1874.  It  cost  thirty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars.— Popular  Mechanics.
